WOMEN IN POLITICS 


Past President of Federated 
Woman’s Clubs Gives 
Excellent Advice 


The following talk, given a t the San 
Joaquin Valley meeting of the Feder­ 
ated Woman’s Clubs, by Mrs. S. 
L. 
Wiley, past president, is highly apro­ 
pos to the women of this city who are 
ju st now on the brink of a city elec­ 
tion: 
"It is a great task for the Federated 
Clubs—this attempt to understand the 
mysteries of politics. Education is the 
quickest and surest solution of the 
problem of political issues. The wom­ 
en of an enfranchised 
state 
should 
stand squarely before the Issues that 
concern the people. To declare your­ 
self neutral in politics is to confess 
a lack of education. 
The 
educated 
woman must know what 
her 
state 
stands for, and what Is the trend of 
events. 
"Life ta not all made* up of intelli­ 
gence, for Into life enters 
will and 
conscience, the ability to know right 
from wrong and the power to resist 
wrong. Every club has its function 
in developing our great state society, 
and we cannot throw the responsibility 
on a few. The moral growth and the 
moral power of a club is certainly not 
Inferior to other societies. Every club 
is a working force and out of rome 
have come spiritual forces. 
"We have dealt too long in futures 
and not enough in the now. But the 
tide has turned, 
and 
new 
political 
conditions provide women 
with 
a 
wonderful opportunity for public serv­ 
ice. 
The npw work of becoming 
a 
good citizen is very fascinating and 
necessary, and clubs must give edu­ 
cation in this direction, for the moth­ 
ering spirit Is as necessary as the 
fathering spirit in upbuilding of the 
state as well as the home. 
"The ideal woman In poetry and fic­ 
tion is represented in her own home, 
spreading a bright influence as moth­ 
er. 
It is an ideal which does not in­ 
clude the whole of woman’s life, be­ 
cause true ideals are "always' expand­ 
ing. Woman is a human boing as well 
as a woman, and must have duties as 
a human outside her home circle. 
“We cannot shut out from view the 
fact that, within the knowledge of all, 
public health and public morals and 
public safety are of paramount Inter­ 
est to %»l clubs, or that other clubs 
are to be considered as moral persons, 
having a public will capable and free 
to do right and wrong, aud are govern­ 
ed by the same binding laws of right 
thinking as those which control the 
individual in private life. 
"We cannot halt; we must go for­ 
ward to our land of promise, x>r leave 
our bones to bleach in the wilderness 
of lost opportunity."—The Club Worn 
an.
